Mr. Sherman could have been, even if he had won 
the great prize on which he staked his life. 

I suppose few people will deny that the great 
problem of the world—from the days when the Is- 
raclites served Pharaoh to the present—has been to 
properly adjust the rights of labor to the rights of 
capital. Certainly the most engaging work to which 
man has ever put his hand has been the founding 
ofa community in which all the citizens shall be 
prosperous and contented, and all their conditions 
felicitous. No experiment has such fascination for 
the public as one made in this direction, whether 
by co-operative societies, by governments, or by in- 
dividuals, whether by some strong-handed practical 
worker, or by some new Piato, dreaming amid the 
clouds. How many experiments toward this 
ideal have been made, and how surely they haveall 
failed. All over the world are to be found the 
wrecks of these hopeful ventures—the dead towns 
of this high ambition. 

And yet there are men still consecrated to the 
work. I believe that the man back of my sleeping 
car monogram is working out to-day the most prom- 
ising experiment ever made in this direction, and 
bas better chance of succeeding. Hence l say he is 
or ought to be the happiest man in America. 

A few years ago, George M. Pullman, the head of 
the palace carcompany, began buying land in large 
quantities, about thirteen miles south of Chicago. 
The site on which his purchases were made is a 
beautiful one, near the lake. He paid $200 an acre 
for the most of it, but as soon asit was discovered 
that he was the buyer the price was advanced. 
Hie succeeded, however, in getting over 
three thousand acres in a body, at a 
cost of about $1,000,000. He then announced his 
determination to build a model city—a home for 
workingmen and their families. As he is easily 
worth fifteen to twenty million dollars it will be 
seen that he had the ability to do so. 

He readily saw that it was useless to build a city 
unless there was work provided for the citizens. 
Too many purely sentimental experiments had al- 
ready failed. He, therefore, determined to estab- 
lish the immense car works of his company, as the 
nucleus of the new city. These works alone en- 
ploy from 5,000 to 6,000 people—workers in wood, 
iron, glass, painters, upholsterers, Allowing 
three persons to each worker, here is a populatiou 
of 15,000 to 18,000 already permanently pro- 
vided for. The next thing was to buiid 
a city for their accommodation. The best 
builders, archi© , landscape artisis, coutractors 
were summonee — their suggestions invited. As 
the city was to be a model in the present and a pat- 
tern for the future, no mistakes must be made. 
Every detail, from sewerage to floriculture—from 
the corner stone of the great mill to the frescoing of 
the workmens’ houses—was carefully considered 
and the experience of the world put to use. Thou- 
sands of men were speedily at work, and the town 
arose as if by magic. Month aftermonth they have 
toiled, seven thousand workmen being engaged at 
once, and the city of Pullman is now fairly in 
shape.

The city itself is a marvel of beauty and elegance 
Just imagine what a man of taste can do when 
backed by the best of designers and contractors, 
with unlimited meansand autocratic authority— 
can do with a perfectly new site, and with every 
street, every square, every building, every fountain, 
every garden designed under one plan and built by 
one order—consider what Mr, Kimball, forinstance, 
could do under these circumstances in making 
a beautiful and convenient town, and 
you have some idea what Mr Pullman 
is doing. To begin with, there are 
churches of the five leading denominations, so that 
every workman can worship ashe pleases. These 
are handsome structures built for alltime. There 
are free school buildings that are much finer than 
thre best AUlanta has for the children of the work- 
men, Where they will be educated as mechanics or 
A hotel costing over $100,000 is provided 
of visitors. There are 
public halls and = parks i prettily 
The homes of the workingmen 
are, however, the chief ornament of the place. 
They are built in the very best style, with every 
convenience and comfort. Owing to the cheapness 
of the ground on Which they are located, the econ- 
omy with which they were built, and the low rate 
of interest the company wants on the money in- 
vested in them, a man on $2.50 a day in Pullman can 
livein as good a house as a man getting four times 
asmuchinacity could afford to take. The stores 
in the city are all owned by the company, and are 
supplied with the best of goods, which are to be sold. 
atu mere shade above cost. No property of any 
sort will be sold toany ‘outsider in the limits of 
ullman, and the company thus keeps the control 
of the situation entirelyin its own hands. There 
are garden spots atiached to most of the houses,and 
the sewerage muatier insiead of being emptied into 
the iake is taken upin pipes and made into pou- 
dette for the gardens. It is understood thata work- 
man holds his home as longas he maintains him- 
self properiy and does his full duty. This know}- 
edge acts as a restraint against dissipation and 
makes every good man feel that he has a personal 
interest in the town. 


Was I not rightin saying that Mr. Pullman is or 
ought to be the happiest man in America? What 
more could any man want than his opportunity for 
doing good? He certainly has charge of the most 
important experiment now being worked out in 
this country. In hisnew city he can give trial to 
every reform in education, in social economy, in 
building, in labor, in city govornment. 

The philosopher can there test his theory, the 

, architect his design, the gardener his art, the 
teacher his ski, the inventor his improvement. 
finally, if anywhere, the great 
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question of labor and capital, and the model set for 
masters and employes. Mr. Pullman is an enthu- 
| siast on all that promises to make the city built out 
‘of his brain better than any other, the workmen 
happier, work thrifty and contented, and the pro- 
' duct of his shops superior. So that we may look for

Mr. Pullman,*‘got his start’ jin mining in Colorado, 
He made some money there,and Mr. H. ft. Kim- 
ball was, I believe, associated with him, Itis said 
that he was worth less than $100,000 when he began 
with the sleeping cars. Ile bought out the patents 
of Wagner and Woodruff, and organized the Palace 
Car company, on a small scale. The same company 
now has over 1,200 palaee, hotel and sleeping cars 
running in thiscountry. These cars cost more than 
$15,000,000. The Pullman Southern company, of 
which he is president, has about eighty-five oais 
running, and is building new ones as rapidly 
as possible. This company is managed by Major 
Thomas Hayes, of Louisville, and he has handled 
it, as he does everything else, successfully. 1 hear 
that it had nearly $400,000 debt five years ago, when 
he took it. It has about paid this debt in tive years 
and added $509,000 worth of cars—a pretty good 
record, Pullman carshave been puton pretty near- 
ly all the roads in England, but none are yet run- 
ning on the continent. In England they are 
very successful. The terms of the Puilmans 
with the railroads in this country are. these: 

The railroad company pays Mr. Pullman three 
centsa mile for every mile the caris pulled over 
the road. It furnishes lights and gas. The Pull- 
mans maintain thecar and equipit. Some of the 
roads have abolished the Pullman cars and put on 
a line of sleepers of theirown. This custom is not 
growing, however, some of the roads. having abol- 
ished their own sleepers and recontracted with the 
Pullmans. The hotel ears do not pay on any line, 
but are kept on as @ convenience and in the hope 
that they will pay finally. 

The chief enterprise with which Mr. Pullman has 
been connected since he organized the system of 
cars that bears his name, was the elevated railway 
system of New York. These roads would never 
have been built except for Mr. Pullman. He was 
the promoter, the author of these lines, and the 
head of the construction company that built them. 
The cars were and are made at his works. His next 
enterprise was the city of Pullman. This is now 
occupying his time and will keep him busy for a 
yearortwo. Hewill doubtless enlarge it even be- 
yond its present scheme, and add new industries to 
the vast ones already collected there,and thus, may 
more workmen and more hands.

There can be no doubt about the success of this en- 
terprise. He_has builded wiser than Stewart at 
Gordon City, than James Gordon Bennett at his 
new town, than Thomas Hughes at Rugby, or 
thai any other of tde many wiillionaises now in 
the work of building model cities, in that he has 
made his city the supplement of his work—has pro- 
vided lucrative, honorable labor for every citizen— 
and made a hive that shall hold no drones. 

After he has finished this great work—and I re- 
peat in closing this hasty scrowl that it is a greater 
and more useful work than Mr. Sherman, in front 
of me, there, could do if he were president over 
Ihave it from a friend of his, that he 
will at once work out a scheme that he has been 
nursing forsome time. This planis to put on the 
Atlantic a fleet of theffinest ocean steamers ever built, 
to ply the waters between New York and France 
and England. He iscarefully making up his plans, 
and the time will come if he keeps his health when 
the name of Pullman will be as familiar on the sea 
as it is on the land, and he will revolutionize ocean 
travel almost as thoroughly as he has revolutionized 
travel along our lines of steel. mM.

HELDIN HONDURAS. 


The Arrest of an American Marine Captain by the 
Hionduras Soldters. 

NEW ORLEANS, November 26.—The Times pub- 
lishesa statement that Dominique C. Efalo & Son, 
of this city. received a communication from W. C. 
Burehard, United States consul at Ruatan, which 
he forwarded to the department of state at Wash- 
ington. The communication gives an account of 
the seizure of the schooner May Evelyn, belonging 
to Efalo & Son, on the Sth instant, at the island of 
Utila, by a band of Hondurian soldiers, who made 
Captain Anson a prisoner. A hew masterand a 
crew of tive were put aboard, and Auson was 
placed under charge of a military officer and five 
soldiers, and taken to sea on a vessel. Theagent of 
Efalo & Son applied for permission to take ashore 
the money and merchandise shipped to him by his 
principals, but the request was refused, 

The schooner was brought to Kuatan and went 
into _ without her flag hoisted. The new com- 
mander declared he had received orders from the 
commandant at Utila not to allow the American 
flag to be hoisted. Anson was taken to jail and is 
still ecenfined there. The cause of the arrest is an 
alleged informality in the schooner’s manifest in 
September. The vessel has been in Utila twice 
since but was not molested.

PERTURBED POLITICALLY 


OVER THE SPEAKERSHIP AND THE 
TARIFF. 


The Statesmen of the Country Marshaling Them- 


selvesfor the Forensic Fray—The Organization 
of the House—The Division of Party 
Leaders on the Leading Public Issues 


WASHINGTON, November 29.—The speakership 
fight opened in dead earnest to-day. Candidates 
are at their respective headquarters, surrounded 
by friends, supporters and advisers, and they are 
endeavoring toe get a basis for the estinrates of 
strength. Though many members arrived this 
morning, not half the republican members are here, 


and the candidates for speaker are as loth to give | 


estimates of their strength as thev were a week ago. 
Representative McKinley, of Ohio, who is working 
industriously for Keifer, said this evening: ‘I don’t 
believe any living man can tell how many votes 
the candidates will get, and as for predicting who 
will be elected, that is entirely beyond human abil- 
i. 

Up to this day very few votes outside of the state 
delegations that are supporting candidates are 
pledged. Itisclaimed with some show of conti- 
dence to-day that Robinson, of Maseachusetts, is 
pressing to the front with a good show of winning. 
He has been very quiet, and has not aroused any 
auutagonism such as has been created between the 
other candidates. Some clear-headed men hold 
that a dark horse will win. The candidates who 
first cniered the field are still in the tight, and they 
have waged a pretty active, and in some respects, 
an aggressive canvass. This naturally stirred up 
some feeling, and itis argued that when a candidaté 
is fercedout of the fight, he is not going to throw 
hissupport to one of the men who helped beat him, 
but will rather take a new man. 

Thereare sixty-nine republican members from 
the west, three from the Pacific coast, sixty-five 
fromm the east, and nine from the south, including 
Kentucky. The eastern candidat\s Hiscock, Reed 
and Kobinson, are working to secure southern 
votes, as those nine would give the east in caucus 
seventy-four, precisely the number requisite to 
nominate. Counting the Pacific states, the weat 
has only seventy-two votes, and unless some of the 
western candidates get out of the way, and unless 
that section united on a candidate this week, there 
is danger that the east will capture the speakership, 
There isareport thatthe Ohio delegation are not 
he: ily supporting Keifer, but members from 
Oli. pronounce this utterly untrue. There is some_ 
disatfection in the New York delegation. Four 
members are notcordial supporters of Hiscock. 
They agree to supporf-him because he has been 
selected as the candidate of his state, but will n ot, 
it is believed, stick tohim long. It is very patent 
that as the election druws tear that the coufidence 
which some cunudidates huve been professing is dis 
appearing. There is not a single candidate who 
wWiil say to-day he believes he will be elected. AN 
say they hope to be, and each is satistied his 
chances are as good as another's, but every one 
realizes that the outcome is still in doubt, 

A republican member said to-day that he heartily 
wished that the democrats had the same sized ma 
jority that the republicans have; that the organiza- 
iivuu and control of the house, with so slim a mia- 
jority, will be very embarrassing, aud that some 
tevling is beiug stirred up by the speakership tight, 
that will add to the embarrassment. 

It is rumored that Mahone supports Robinson, of 
Massachusetts, and will give him the two readjuster 
votes of Virginia. The managers of the greenback . 
party are stirring about, diligently walung upon 
the candidates for speaker, and are tryiug to ascer- 
tain what each will agree todo for the party, in 
case of election. Congressman Page, of Califofiia, 
says: ‘We will pot muke any alliance or agret- 
mentwith the greenbaeckers. It we haven't 
votes enough to muke a straightout republican or- 
ganization, I’m in favor of letting those who have 
got the votes take it.’ 

A call has been issucd fora caucus of republican 
representatives elect to the forty-seventh congress, 
aud such other membeis clectas desire to act with 
them, to be held at the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives Saturday, Vecember 3, ut 12 m., to nomi- 
uate acandidate for speuker and candidates for 
such other offices as are io be filled by election, 

A caucus of democratic senators will be called for 
Saturday to discuss the furmation of committees.

preciate the threatened conflict within the party 
over the tariff question, and will do everything in 
their power to prevent it. It is certain that, be- 
sides Mr. Voorhees, two or three, if not mere, dem- 
ocratuié senators from the south and west, as well as 
several representatives, ure disposed to make 
speeches during the coming session, openly repudi- 
ating the ‘‘tariff! for revenue only”’ plank in the 
last democratic platform. ‘These gentlemen e¢laim 
that they will have a very large following in the 
south and many supporters in the west. Other 
leading democrats in congress are as ro 
nounced in favor of free trade, and should the dis 
cussion be begun the split would be a wide one. 
With the hope of preventing this the Eaton scheme 
of appointing a tariff commission will be rev.ved 
during the opening days of the session. If the vill 
is not introduced by the republicans it will 
be by ex-Speaker Kandall or some equelly 
prominent democrat. It is believed that 
it will be passed without prolonged 
discussion. The last senate was in favor of 
it by a considerable majority and a careful canvass 
of the next house makes the friends of the measure 
coutident thatit will be promptly passed. A ma 
jority of the ways and means committee, whoever 
may be elected speaker, will probably be in favor 
of the bill, and it is thought it 
may be passed very soon after the 
Christmas recess. The democratic idea is 
to have a commission of nine members, to be ap- 


pointed by the president, with directions to submit | 


aut least a preliminary report by the Ist of next May 
at least. itis thought that, after full and public 
discussion the recommendations of the commission 
will form a basis for a satisfactory revision of the 
present tariff laws.

Commissioner Raum, of the iniernal revenue de- 
partinent,to-day submitted hisannual report to the 
the secretary of the treasury for the fiscul ending, 
June 80th, lasl. The report shows that the receipts 
of the internal revenue, in round numbers, for ihe 
fiscal year of 1879, was $115,500,000, for 1880, $124,- 
000,000, and for 188], $135,000,000. The receipts for 
the first four mouths of the present fiscal year have 
been $51.000,000. If thisinerease should be main- 
tained during the remuining eight months or the 
fisc.l year,the receipts for 1882 will be fully $157,G0u 
00U. Respecting tie reduction of internal reve- 
nue taxes, Mr, Raum says the large increase 
in the receipts” of the government aud 
the great reduction in the principal and interest of 
the public debt are causing a discussion as to the 
propriety of reducing the income of the govern- 


| meut by lowering some of the taxes and dropping 
| others ultovether. 


He then calls attention to the 
recent action of the National distillers’ association, 
ili favor of a recuction of the tax on distilled spir- 
its, and says: ‘“‘Whenevertbe wants @ the govern- 
ment Will ailow a reduction of internal taxation, 
my Opinion isit will be wise to confine these taxes 
to disiilied spirits, malt liquurs, tobacco and its 
products, and to special taxes upon manufacturers 
and dealers in these articles, and to fx the taxes at 
such rates as will vield the amount of revenue nec- 
essary to be raised from these sources,”’ 

On the subject of the enforcement of the laws the 
commissiouer reports that in the collection dis- 
tricts where frands ia the manufacture and sale of 
spirits and tobacco have been rife, where resist- 
ance to authorities has prevailed, there has been 
a manifest improvement in public sentiment. He 
says that while there has been 85% illicit distilleries 
seized and 1,510 iHicit distillers arrested dusiug the 
past sixteen months, illicit distilling has, by the 
active operations of the past five years, been re- 
duced to aminimum. The illicit manufacture of 
tobacco has for the most part been abandoned. In 
this connection, the report says that by maintaiu- 
ing a careful supervision over these districts 
where frauds have hitherto prevailed, having 
them regularly policed by deputy collectors, 

believe that a relapse into the former 
condition of fraud, lawlessness and blecdshed will 
be prevented. Mr. Raum again recommends addi- 
tional legislation for the protection of the lives and 
persons of officers of the Uaited States from nniaw- 
iul assaults of those who resist their authority. He 
is of opinion that thereshould be a law for the trial 
and punishment in the courts of the United States 
of persons who kill or make assaults with intent to 
officers of the United States while engaged in 
the performance of their lawful duties.

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FOREIGN FLASHES. 


The Execution of Lefroy—Histery of the Death o¢ 
Licutenant Roper. 

LONDON, November 29.—Arthur Lefroy, murderer 
of Mr. Gold, was hanged shortly after 9 this morn- 
ing. Only a small crowd of persons were on the 
outside of the jail. They were apprized of the exe- 
cution by the hoisting of a black flag. Lefroy slept 
weil last night. He was silent on the way from the 
cell to the scaffold, but his expression was ghastly. 
The drop was nine feet. Death was instantaneous. 
| The death of Lieutenant Percy L. U. Koper, Royal 

Engineers, occurred on the night of the 11th of Feb- 
| ruary. He dined at the mess with his brother offi- 
| cers and left shoitly after eight to go to his quarters 
' to Write some letters to his friends. He was under 
erders to leave Chatham and report himself to the 
deputy adjutant general of Koyal Engineers at the 
. war office. Nothing more was seen of him until 
| nearly nine o'clock, when he was found‘tyiugon the 
Stuirs leading to his quarters with a pistol shot 
through his lungs. He was alive at the time, but 
uuconsctious. Medical assistance was quickly ob- 
tained, but-he diedin less than an hour. it was 
wehieved that he methis death by foul play 
as there were evidences of a struggle. A six 
chambered reyolver with only one chamber dis- 
charged wasfyund some distance from him, and 
a poker, which had been taken from his quar- 
tere, was also found upon the landing, as well asa 
curtridge box and sowe loose cartridges.

At the conclusion of Mr. Long’s remarks a mo

| A Blood-Curdling Story from the Wilds of Arkaasas 
—Putting an Accomplice Out of the Way of the 
White Folks—A Massachusetts Church 
Scandal—An Ohio Addition, Ete. 


LITTLE Rock, November 29.—Pat Doneland and 
Jack Morgan, the two men arrested for robbing a 
registered letter pouch on the Iron Mountain rail- 
road, near Knoble station, confessed the crime, and 
were sentenced to-day,the former to one year in the 
| Arkansas penitentiary, and the latter to three ears 
in the Detroit prison. The robbery took plage on 
the 18th instant, the capture on the 25th, and they 
were tried and sentenced on the 28th, 

Dardanelle was the scene, at an early hotr yester- 
day morning, of another disgraceful tragedy. In 
September, 1879, Burgess James, an old man, who 
had been traveling over the country picking cotton, 
was waylaid and murdered near Dardanelle. James 
Holland. with two compathions, named Helphrey 
and Casey, were arrested for the crime. Holland 
made a Confession, stating that he and Casey insti- 


gated the murder and induced Helphrey to do the 
killing for half the money that might be found on 
the victim. Previous to the trial a guard at the 
jail, named Hill, was bribed to open the jail doors 
and the three prisoners escaped. No trace was dis- 
covered of the fugitives until about three weeks 
ago, when the sheriffof Polk county, Tenn., noti- 
fied Gov. Churchill that he had captured Holland 
requesting a requisition, The necessary papers were 
forwarded on Friday. The Tennessee sheriff, with 
his prisoner, arrived Saturday morning. He left 
for Dardanelle with Holland in charge, reaching 
Russellville. Anticipating trouble, he disem- 
barked with the prisoner, afid took a private con- 
veyance for Dardanelle. When the train reached a 
point three miles beyond Russellville, it was 
flagged, and on stopping was boarded by about 
twenty-five armed men, masked, who demanded 
Holland. A search through the train convinced 
them that he was not aboard, They left, and 
started for Dardanelle, reaching there at midnight. 


A demand was made on the jailer for the keys. He 
refused to give them up. Sledge hammers were 
procured, and the jail door broken open. A rush 
was made for Holland, who = said: The 
Lord have merey on me. This is too bad. The 
Lord have merey on my wife and children ; tell my 
wife and little child. These were his last words. 
Sefore he could finish the sentence, he was gagged, 
arag being tied over his mouth and around bis 
head, and hurried outside. He wrs taken to the 
sume tree from which Taylor was hanged by a 
mob, a few mouths sinee, aud witnout time for a 
request or word of prayer, the fatal noose was 
pa around his neck and the poor wretch 
aunched into eternity. Ofcourse, no clue was dis- 
covered to the perpetrators. 


Houston, gTfexas, November 29.—One of the most 
horrible A, incredible murders ever chronicled, in 
the annals of erime Occurred yesterday on the cot- 
ton plantation of «a widow lady—airs. Maillum—re- 
siding on the Brazos river, near Pittsville, a small 
cross-roads place, some twenty-five miles southwest 
of here, near the Texas Western railway. Four or 
five persons, all negroes, were concerned in the 
crime. Two brothers, Frank and Joe Randall, with 
an escaped convict named Bill Hookey, stole a 
bale of cotton, and employed a half-crazy negro, 
Arthur Ar.nstead, to do the hauling, or at leust 
take some shure in the theft. Subsequently 
they became afraid he would give them 
away to the white folks and send them to the peni- 
tenuary, and they therefore determined on his 
death. Going tothe house of his mother, Hookey 
and the two Randalls forcibly took her son, telling 
her they wanted to put him out of the way of the 
Vhite folks. This was the last she saw of him 
alive. A few minutes after gun-shots were heard 
in an old field some distance from the hotse, It 
seems the murderers took the victim to an old field. 
When the latter saw they were gving to kill him,he 
suid: ‘Don’t kill me, fur God's sake? gtve me time 

replied, No, d—n you, that ain’t what we 
cume for.’’ 

One of the ruffians then shot the victim in the 
back of the head, another shot him in the neck, 
and the third inthe side, the miserable wretch 
still-begying for time to pray. When Armstead had 
fallen and was dying the murdérers drew their 
knivesand alsoan ax, with which they cut his 
throat trom ear to ear and literally cut off his head. 
After giving afew blows the neck was so severed 
that the head hung only bya slender thread of 
muscle. Determined to make a clean job, they 
seized the head and forcibly twitched and wranched 
it from the shoulders. After it was entirely de- 
tached intelligence did not seem to suddenly de- 
sert the brain, butthe tongueand mouth continued 
their vitality, and the trunkless head actually ut- 
tered and spoke two words and muttering, but 
whith sounded like ‘“P—p—pray.’’ The tongue 
then became silent forever. 

To- cover up their crime the murderers procured a 
wagon and got a young boy to drive it. Taking up 
the body and bloody head of the murdered man, 
they put them in the vehicle and drove towards the 
Brazo#river, intending to throw the body into the 
river, but returning from the river the three were 
overtaken by daybreak, and when accosted by citi- 
zens the boy gave them all away and told the whole 
story. Frank Randall tled to Houston, where he 
stalked about, and was arrested by officers on Con- 
gress strectand takento Fork Bend county jail, in 
which his accomplices are also confined. 

Roston, November 28.—The Baptist church at 
North Attleboro was crowded to-day in pufsuance 
of the announcemont that the pastor, Rev. W. H. 
Kling, would preach his farewellsermon. He was 
engaged at a salary of $500 and was allowed to use 
the parsonage, but being unable to make his reve- 
nues meet expenses, the society voted August 19 
that the pastor be paid any balance left atter the 
expenses and interest on the church debt had been 
eared for, which amounted practically to nothing. 
The debt statement was afterward falsified to 
effect the “starving out,’’ but still 
the pastor labored for the church, Seeing 
that their swindling had no effect, the 
society voted that, owing to the unpleasantness, the 
engagemeut end with this year. This directly vio 
lated anu agreement that three months’ notice 
should be given by either party. Last week, in 
calling attention to the violations of church polity, 
one of the deacons suggested that their relations 
end to-day, and Rev. Mr. Kling at once accepted. 
It is said that one objection was that he eked out a 
living by reporting local matters for the Providence 
Journal. The church is divided over his with- 
drawal, and itis understood several members have 
withdrawn and more will follow. 


WASHINGTON, November 29.—In the Christiancy 
divorce case, this afternoon, the examination of 
Mary F. Lugenbell, mother of Mrs. Christiancy, 
was resumed. Being asked to relate some detaiis 
to Christiancy's alleged cruelty to his wife, the wit- 
ness testified that while she was visiting them in 
Lansing, Mich., Christiancy knocked his wife down 
in their room. Some two days later the witness 
spoke about the circumstance to Christiancy. He 
suid he was drunk when he did it, and 
it should not occur again, Christiancy 
and his sons were drunk during the entire 
time she was atthe house, and fighting between 
them wasan every day occurrence. During the 
giving of the witness’ tesiimony she was repeatedly 
prompted and corrected by her daughter, to which 
the counsel for the plaintiff objected. This brought 
ou a sharp colloquy,in which Mrs. Christiancy as- 
serted that her husband was drunk all the time as 
was one of his counsel. This last declaration irri- 
tated the ventieman to whom she referred, who 
demanded the charge be made partof the reeord, 
and, amid some excitement, the session closed.

OUR STREETS AND SEWERS. 


The Election of the Commilasioners to Take Place 
Next Monday Night. 3 

There are perhaps few of our property owned 
who remember that on the 3d of September last the, 
general assembly approved an act to amend the. « 


city charter of Atlanta so as to vést ce 

wers of vital importance in the council of the city, 
his act authorizes the mayor and Lge eounc 
to grade, pave, macademize, and otherwise im- 
prove the streets of the city, to assess and collect 
two-thirds of the cost of such work out of the real 
estate fronting on the streets so improved, te,» ‘n 
struct sewers and drains, and , 
the cost out of abutting per- 
ty, and to establish a board of commissioners of 
streets and sewers, fix their terms, compensation, 
duties, ete. : 

This is a most important enactment and interests 
every property owner in the city. The 
act is designed to confer the . power to 
make all needed improvements upon the streets 
of the city. The meusure has been fone demanded 
and is nowin a shape to have 4 thorough and per- 
munent system of street improvements, 80 
long needed, inaugurated in this city. The 
first step in the work -comes in the election 
of the board of commsessioners, who should be men 
of property, of business judgment of liberal views 
and some experience in systems of road-way build- 
ing. Onthe proper constitution of this board will 
depend entirely the wisdom of the law and the 
equal and beneficial results which will follow to the 
property holders of Atlanta. Our travel and traffic 
is enormous and demands prompt and liberal treat- 
ment of the street improvement question. 

The election of the first board of commissioners ‘ 
of streets and sewers will be made by the council 
on Monday evening next, it being provided in the 
act that such election shall take place at their first 
meeting in December, 1881. The board is to consist 
of three members, and will be elected for one, 
two and three years respectively. A new 
members will then be elected each year here- 
after to take the place of the retiring member. The 
board organizes with one member as chairman 
one as secretary, and, if need be, the third 
as treasurer. This board also elects a superin- 
tendent of streets and sewers, who holds his office 
at theiroption and receives a stated salary from 
the city treasury. The commissioners will also re- 
ceive such salary as the council may fix for them. 

The candidates for the office of commissioner on~ 
the board are, as far as we can learn, Messrs. W. H. 
Venable, Michael Maher, John terkele and Michael 
Mahoney; and among the possible names suggested 
ure those of H. I. Kimball, R. F. Maddox, Frank P. 
Rice, E. P. Chamberlin and M. T. Castleberry. The 
first four are considered to be the real aspirants for 
the positions. 

We believe that the choice of this board is an im- 
portant affair to every citizen, and we hope to see 
such a one elected as will fully and efficiently carr 
out the objects of the law which gives them officia 
existence.

When capital was seeking large 
nterest from loans in western farms, there seemed 
no field for it in the politics-ridden sonth. Theday 
has gone by when the money-lender can get ten per 
centum from the wheat growers of Iowa; the day 
has come when he finds the market for his money 
among the cotton growers of Georgia and Missis- 
sippi. The bonanza farms of the northwest have 
now strong rivals in the cotton farms of the south.

The south 
ought to reap all there is of profit to be made from 
her cotton. As it is. we sent abroad in the fiscal 
year 1SS0 raw cotton to the value of £$211,535,905, and 
the total value of ovr cotton manufactures for the 
same year Was $235,280.00. There is not a large 
difference between the grand totals, but thereis a 
very wide difference between the profits of the av- 
erege farmer and those of the average manufactu- 
rer. The bulk of business is very near the same, 
but the farmer struggles with poverty and the man- 
ufacturer receives good dividends,and the dividends 
are paid on an enormous capital.

THE PROSPECTS IN GEORGIA. 

Georgians should be thankful for the bless- 
ings of good health enjoyed throughout our 
borders, and for the best crops of any south- 
ern state. The long continued fine weather 
caused the cotton to continue to open and 
enabled our farmers to continue to gather it, 
until the crop of Georgia now promises to 
Pe as large as last year’s crop, and cotton is 


secretary of the treasury yesterday. 
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bringing from one to two cents per pound 
higher prices. One-third of last year’s crop 
was badly stained and damaged, and sold 
from three to four cents below the price of 
good cotton—while this year the cotton is 
nearly all beautiful,clean,white cotton. There 
never was a crop of cotton raised in Georgia 
that would sell for as many dollars in 
gold. The farmers and business 
men generally are paying their 
debts, and everybody ought to be satisfied. 
Now and then we hear of a failure, but we do 
know there is less excuse for it now than at 
any previous time since the war. The whole- 
sale merchants of Atlanta passed resolutions 
not long since in which they declare in sub- 
stance ‘that in justice to themselves and to 
“the good men who do pay for what they buy, 
“that they will not accept less than one hun- 
“dred cents on the dollar as a full settlement 
“of any debt; that if additional time must be 
“given they will extend it, but no compro- 
“mise will be econsidered.”’ This action was 
deemed necessary to hedge certain croak- 
ers who, on account of the drought last sum- 
mer, were trying to take an undue advantage 
by premature failures,that would multiply if 
it was at all probable to settle at a discount. 
If our wholesale merchants stand. firm, and 
they will, very few failures will be chronicled, 
and when there is one, it will be a genuine 
failure. Our people have every reason to be 
thankful for the year’s business, In addition 
to ourgood crops our exposition is a grand suc- 
cess and thousands of dollars for permanent 
investments have come to our state, Times 
are certainly in a better fix in Georgia than 
for several years, and it is the duty of all her 
citizens to come up properly and settle their 
accounts, and resolve to have no more for 
another year.

THE EDUCATION OF OUR GIRLS. 

We ventured some time ago to call atten- 
tion to the lack of real educational facilities 
in our schools and colleges for boys and young 
men. Habit has carved its wrinkles so thor- 
oughly upon the public mind that the educa- 
tion of boys is rarely ever thought of except 
in connection with the - professions. But if 
the education of our boys is incomplete and 
one-sided, whatis to be said of the lack of 
system and thoroughness to be found in the 
colleges and seminaries devoted to the so- 
called education of our. girls? The 
system—or, rather, the lack of system—whiich 
prevails in these institutions is based upon 
the idea that a young woman has nothing on 
earth todo when her ‘education’ 
pleted but to worry her family and friends by 
banging dubious tunes on a piano and to as- 
tonish the community generally by painting 
impossible cabbage roses in water-colors. The 


is com- 


idea is that every girl should be ‘#ecom- 
plished,” and it is generally conceded that 
she is remarkably accomplished if, in addition 
to smashing the piano and painting remarka- 
ble roses, she can knit a spider-web tidy or 
put a white cotton puppy on a red flannel 
lamp-mat. Let us be just, how- 
ever. These curious feats not 
constitute all the accomplishments in which 
the daughters of Georgia are drilled. By no 
means. They are taught to speak French, 
and itis only fair tosay that each seminary 
has its own particular French. In respect of 
their French, it may be remarked that it has 
not improved much since the days of Chau- 
cer’s young ladies, but it passes for an accom- 

The principal of a young ladies’ 
recently sent THE CoNnsTITUTION 
a circular relating to his school. This 
circular owas.a marvel of wretched 
English, but the announcement was soberly 
made that the pupils would ‘have the benefit 
‘‘of French in all its Parisian purity.’’ From 
French the accomplishments run into Span- 
ish and Italian, and itis a wonder that the 
institutions do not advertise: ‘‘Young ladies 
‘‘taught tosimper.’’ Surely simpering is an 
accomplishment. “I don’t mind the pian- 
“ner much,"’ said a fond but perplexed moth-

Undoubtedly 
it would improve Maria's French to exer- 
cise it in the kitchen, but it is to be 
feared that, between “the influence of the 
false system of education of which she has 
been made the victim and the mistaken 
fondness of her mother.

When we say “kitchen” we mean to in- 


clude the entire domestic establishment. It 
is generally supposed that the kitchen in the 
south is where menials are stowed away to 
fatten, but there are homes all over Georgia 
where t e kitchen is as attractive’ as the 
parlor, the parlor being everything that com- 
fort allied to good taste can make it. In 
these instances, however, the accomplish- 
ments of the daughters are by no means al- 
lowed to interfere with their duties. Their 
real education has been acquired at home, 
and what they have learned at bearding 
schools, seminaries and colleges is regarded 
as embroidery merely. Homes such as these, 
however, are model establishments, and as, 
in the very nature of things, such es- 
tablishments are few, would it no 
be a wise and salutary thing for those who 
are entrusted with the education of the fu- 
ture mothers of the state to inaugurate a sys- 
tem which will give us more of those model 
establishments where the heat and fury of 
amateur housekeeping are things utterly un- 
known and unheard of? We know very well 
that many of the boarding schools and semi- 
naries and colleges will rise in their anger 
and say that THE CoNsTITUTION is attacking 
them; we believe some such whimsical claim 
was made when we advocated a more practi- 
cal education for our young men at the state 
university; but those who are worthy of un- 
dertaking the responsibility of the education of 
our girls, will understand precisely what we

Somebody has made a calculation showing that 
the meney invested in fences in the United States 
amounts in the aggregate to more than tne national 
debt.

They 
are growing more expensive with the scarcity 
of timber and the increasing demand for lumber 
for more important purposes. Some substitu'e 
must be found. Wire is extensively used, 
but there are serious objections to it in all its 
forms. Why not adopt the Osage orange? Frop- 
erly treated, it makes an excellent hedge. When 
the plants are allowed to grow up untrimmed they 
make beautiful trees, and a few of them permitted 
to shoot up at intervals in the hedge are very de- 
sirable both for shade and ornament. With good 
attendance a hedge may be obtained in three or 
four years that will turn the largest or the smallest 
stock. Better still, itwill turn men and boys. The 
lawless tresspasser will have a hard road to travel 
when he has either to bolt through an Osage hedge 
or run @ quarter of a mile to find a gate.

The allegations in this bill are that the Citizens’ 
bank, chartered by the legislature of Georgia, was 
insolventand thatthe gentlemen named therein 
were presidentand dlrectors of the sume during its 
insolvency. 

e ; The second indictment is against the same parties 
Atlanta, Ga.. November 27th 1881. and is framed upon section 4431 of the code, which

————— a — cept from the net profits arising from the business 

of the corporation; and if any president and direect- 
ors Shall declare or pay over and dividend from the 
cupital stock or any other fundsof the bank, except 
the net protits thereof, such president and directors 
shall be severally guilty of a misdemeanor and on 
conviction punished by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary from four to ten years,’’ 

This indictment alleges that the directors named 
therein did declare a dividend of three dollars per 
share on the stock of said bank on the &th day of 
January, 1881, and that this dividend was not from 
the net profits arising out of the business of the 
bank. 

The grand jury making these special present- 
ments is composed of Robert Winship, foreman; 
William M. Middlebrook, Robert F: Maddox, 
George R. Boaz, James L. Winter, David A. Cook, 
Absalom F. Fleming, Lewis 8S. Abbott, Thomas A. 
Poole, William T. Wall, Robert H. Caldwell, John 
M. Smith, Harvey T. Phillips, Charles E. Boynton, 
Thomas 8. Reynolds, John C, MeNelson, John H. 
Ellsworth, Russell C. Mitchell and John Stephens. 

The testimony upon which the grand jury acted 
cannot now be ascertained, hut it was drawn from 
the lips of a number of well-known business men 
of the city who had been patrons of the bank. Up 
to the present time the grand jury appear to have 
ignored the question of embezzlement raised by the 
warrant sworn out by Mr. Carlton, and have con- 
fined their charges to the prima facie violations of 
the banking laws of the state. 

The trials upon these charges will be of exceed- 
ing great interest, not only to the parties directly in- 
volved, the stockholders and depositors, butto the: 
entire people of the state. There isan opportunity, 
through them, to have settled fully and inteliigent- 
ly the liability of bank officers and directors in the 
matter of promptly declaring the insolvency of 
their institutions, and in the matter of paying divi- 
dends that have not been actually earned. 

As to how thé facts are upon the case now brought 
to bar we venture no opinion. It is confidently 
asserted by the parities involved and claimed by 
their friends that neither of the indictments can 
be sustained for a momentafter the proof is ad- 
duced. In other words they assert their ability to 
show that when, va the Sth day of January 188], 
the dividend of three collars per 
share Was declared and peid, the bauk, 
was notonly in as Jvent condition, and this fact 
was evidenced inthe sworn sfatement of the offi- 
cers made to the governor, but that it had actually 
earned asurplus in the shape of net profits that 
amply justificd the declaration and payment of the 
dividend in question. In this case the onus of 
proof Will be upon the state to show that on the date 
mentioned the bank had not on hand such surplug 
of net profits as to authorize the deelaring and pay- 
ing of the dividend in question. 

In the other case itis claimed that the directors 
will show that the bank was solvent up to the time 
of the failure, in contemplation of law; that its 
insolvency was Geclared as soon ag Unat fact became 
certainly understood, and that no blame or crimin- 
ality can attach to them, under the law, on account 
of such insolvency. The insolvency, itiscontended, 
was due to a combination of peculiar circum- 
stances: to the fact “that the state drew 
heavily upon its deposits; that the 
New York correspondent of the bank 
suddenly and without warning refused to honor its 
exchange, and to the furtirer fact that the failure of 
the Bank of Rome and the consequent decision of 
Judge ULnderwood affirming the priority of the 
state’s lien led to public uneasiness and a steady 
withdrawal of individual deposits. In this case 
the presumption of law isagainst the accused and 

the Durden is upon them to first remove that pre- 
sumption of fraud by proot of the honest and le- 
gitimate insolvency of the beuk.
